Brazilian and Yankee 
military missions have worked in Gonzalez* favor by pacifying officers 
in the Paraguayan Army opposed to Gonzalez and by instituting brief 5 con- 
centrated courses of study in order to produce a new group of army of-* 
ficers favorable to the present regime, The United States loaned 
Manuel Frutos 9 provisional governinent five million dollars on the con«* 
dition that Gonzalez would be allowed to assume office on 1> August 
19L8 5 and withheld delivery of five new boats for the Paraguayan Gtate 
Merchant Fleet until assurance was given that Gonzalez would be in~ 
augurated*
